Ballots Not Affected 
by Death of Sherman 


New York, Oct. 21. 2 «a. m.—Chairaien 
Hilles of the Republican national committee 
shortly before 1 o'clock this morning an- 
nounced that he had called a meeting of the 
national committee for Nov. 12 in Chicago te 
select a successor to the late James 8. Sher- 
man as the Republican candidate for vice 
president. 

No attempt will be made to substitute a 
name for Mr. @herman'e on the ticket pro- 
sented to the voters next Tuesday. Legally, 
the vote is cast for the electors in each state. 

Mr. Hilles made the following statement: 

“The national convention which met in 
Chicago in June delegated to the national 
committee power to fill vacancies on the na- 
tional ticket. The death of Mr. Sherman, 
candidate of the Republican party for vice 
president at the coming election, makes it In- 
cumbent upon the national committee to 
nominate a candidate in his plece. 1 

The nomination, however, cannot possi- 
bly be made prior to the election next Tues- 
day. Such a nomination can properly be 
made only after due and reasonable notice 
to all the members of the committee. Such 


notice cannot be given in less than six days. 


Tt is therefore manifestly impossible te hold 
such a meeting prior to the election. 

“ Meantime no difficulty or inconvenience 
arises to tle Voters at the election next 
Tuesday, because the votes to be cast then 
are for electors and not for candidates for 
either president or vice president, and the 
death of Mr. Sherman therefore does not 
affect the validity ot the eleotion of the 
electors. 

“I have called a meeting of the national 
committee to meet upon the i2th day of 
November in the city of Chicago, at the 
Auditorium hotel, at 12 o’clock noon, to 
select a successor to the late James S. Sher- 
man as candidate of the Republican party

The wooden footed clown and his wife, who 
is a vaudeville performer, must have spent 
at least eight hours in Chicago or in the 
vicinity after the robbery and murder of Miss 
Singer at 8220 Indiana avenue, This is indi- 
cated by the story which comes from Roches- 
ter. It has been learned they spent part of 
Monday night in a Clark street hotel.

August F. W. Siebel, attorney in the Fort 
Dearborn building, yesterday made an an- 
swer to his wife’s bill for divorce, which, if 
all the tales told therein can be credited, 
brands him as the most henpecked husband 
in America. 

The Sicbels were married in 1908 and have 
three children. They attained some notorie- 
ty in June when Siebel kidnaped ”’ his chil- 
éren and took them for an outing at Lincoln 
park. There he fed them all the ice cream 
they wanted. Afterward he took them home. 
Mrs. Siepel, who is a partner in the West 
Bide Conservatory of Music at 27 West _Ash- 
land boulevard, previously had sued him for 
divorce. She charged him with cruelty ané 
desertion. 


Life Continuous War. 


Siebel’s answer avers that eo far as the 
cruelty and desertion is concerned, the shoe 
is on the other foot. He chronicled his mar- 
ried life in detail, and; if his averments 
are accurate, matrimony for him was a con- 
tinuous War. 

His troubles, he said, began a few months 
after the marriage, and culminated in a three 
day battle, which started op Dec. 81. 1907, and 
continued until Jan, 2, 1908, when, for self- 
preservation, he packed up and left home. | 
His disagreements with hie wife, so the bil! 
stated, all had their origin im his wife's over- 
weening delight in the glare of midnight en- 
In less melodramatic language, 
this means that Mrs. Siebel was visiting 
gaudy restaurants at night, while husband 
stayed home and minded the babies, 

Mrs. Siebel, said her husband, not only beat 
him regularly and earnestly, but boasted of 
her pugilistic ability.

She was out on the streets, said the 
bill, until 1:15 in the morning when me re- 
tutned and invited him to join her in the 
festivities. He refused, according tothe bill, 
and she struck him and locked him out of the

returned to his residence Jan. 2. 

When she had got him safely inside, said 
the bill, his wife attacked him with an “‘ eight 
foot gas hose, breaking his nose and greatly 
bruising his face, continuing such beating 
for over half an hour and while she was so 
enraged she threw a small gas stove at your 
orator, bruising him on the back, and she 
ceased only when her mother came to the 
room and said: ‘There ts no use doing that, 
you cannot hurt him that way,’ whereupon 
she took a one foot. rule and struck your 
orator on thé shoulder, thereby breaking said 
rule.”

“ Friends, ‘perhaps once in a generation, 
perhaps not so often, there comes a chance 
for the people of a country to play their part 
wisely and fearlessly in some great. battles 
of the age-long warfare for human rights. 
To our fathers the chance came in the mighty 
days of Abraham Lincoln, the man who 
thought and toiled and suffered for the peo- 
ple with sad, patient, and kindly endeavor. 
To our forefathers the chance cate in 
the troubled waters that stretched from the | 
time when the first continental congress 
gathered to the time when Washington was 
inaugurated as first president of the republic. 
To ug, in our turn. the chance has now come 
to stand far liberty: righteousness as in 
their day these men stood for liberty and 
righteousness. ,

who had little to those who had much; 
against conditions of inequality and oppres-

“Thus the Progressive idea was born, but 
until the coming of a few men and of a 
great leader the movement was held beneath 
the surface so far as expression was con- 
cerned. 

But finally, in this year 1912, it became 
the aspiration of a great cohesive mass of 
our citizenship, and this period will ever 
stand out, not only in the history of the year 
and the century, but in the history of repre- 
sentative government, as one of those great 
crises in which the forces which have been 
gathering for decades suddenly reach a head, 
and express themselves simultaneously in 
all portions of the land, to reéstablish truth 
and justice, long forgotten. 


Great Work in Two Months. 
“The pre-convention fight at the Chicago 
convention saw thé vanguard of the Pro- 
gressive movement, behind which stood mil- 
lions upon millior- of unorganized volun- 
teers. They, like the minute men who faced

James Schooicraft Sherman played an im- 


portant part in Republican politics both in 
New York state and in the nation, He was 
always regular and eiways active 

Mr. Sherman was born in New Hartford, a 
suburb of Utica, on Oct. 24, 1855. Oddly 
enough, his father, Gen. Richard U. Sher- 
man, and two brothers were rock ribbed 
Democrats, one of his brothers being several 
times Democratic mayor of Utica. Jim. 
as he liked to be called, turned over to the 
Republican side as a young man, and, hav- 
ing made his decision, he held to it. 

He prepared for college at Whitestown 
seminary, and entered Hamilton, where he 
was graduated in 1878. He was admitted to 


the bar in 1880, and by then had attracted | 


the attention of local leaders, who made 
him county chairman in Oneida. 

He made so good as county chairman that 
two years later he was elected mayor of 
Utica, and was the youngest mayor that 
city ever had. 


Rise in Politics Rapid. 

After that his rise in politics was rapid. In 
1802 he was sent as a delegate to the Repub- 
Hean national convention. and he was chair- 
man of the Republican state conventions of 
1895, 1900, and 1908. 

Previously, in 1887, he was elected to the 
Fiftieth congress, and be was reélected to 
serve in the Fifty-first, Fifty-fourth, Fifty- 
fifth, Fifty-sixth, Fifty-seventh, Fitty- 
eighth, Fifty-ninth, and Sixtieth congresses. 

In 1903 Hamilton college conferred upon 
him the degree of doctor of laws. 

He early became known as a“ practical 
politiclan.“ both locally and in the natfonal 
campaigns. He was a close friend of Thomas 
B. Reed curing Mr. Reed's speakership, ahd 
presided over the national house of repre- 
sentatives more frequently than any other 
member. 


Letters from the Colonel. | 


He was also for many yearsa Strong friend 


and admirer of Theodore Roosevelt, and was 
recorded as one of the most urgent of third 
termers. To Mr. Sherman, Col. Roosevelt, 
when president, addressed the “My Dear 
Sherman letters. which announced Edward 
H. Harriman to be a prominent member of 
the Ananias club.“ 

In 1900 the Republican senators’ caucus 
committee offered Mr. Sherman the office of 
secretary of the senate, while he was still a 
member of the house of representatives, and 
a little later President McKinley offered him 
& post as one of the appraisers of the port 
of New York.

Mr. Sherman stuck to his congressional po- 
sition until he was néminated for the vice 
presidency and elected on the ticket with 
Mr. Taft in 1908 to be renominated as Pres- 
ident Taft's running mate at Chicago this 


Until he became vice president Mr. Sher- 


man was best known through his activities as 


chairman of the Republican congressional] 
committee in charge of the 1906 campaign. 
It was then that he earned the soubriquet 


Send Your Dollar Jim” or “ Dollar Jim,” 


as the solicitor and recipient of the dollar 
contributions which were sought among the 
people generally at President Roosevelt's 
suggestion. 


Had to Make Fight. 


It was in this campaign, too, that Mr. Sher- 
man, for the frst time in his congressional 
career, had to make a real fight for his seat. 
A strong opposition had been organized in 
his district, both within and without the 
Republican party. The anti-organization 
men had with them Samuel Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor, the United 
Laborites, and the Independence Leaguers. 
In spite of this opposition, Mr. Sherman 
beat his Democratic opponent by a vote of 
24,027 to 10,757. 

Mr. Shermans most important appoint- 
ments while in congress were those of chair- 
man of the Indian affairs committee and 
member of the rules committee. His rec- 
ord on the Indian affairs committee was 
attacked by Senator Gore of Oklahoma while 
Mr. Sherman was vice pesident. Testifying 
at the Indian land sales inquiry, the senator 
charged that Mr. Sherman had been inter- 
ested in certain land contracts. Senator 
Gore later admitted he had made the charge 
on hearsay eyidence, and the vice president 
was entirely cleared. 1 


Another Attack Failed. 
In a somewhat similar way Mr. Sherman 


was attacked while making his first cam- 


paign as Mr. Taft's running mate. A sensa- 
tion of a day was caused by charges that he 
had used his position in congress to further 
the interests of the Mexican Lumber and De- 
velopment company, but it was found that 
the charges rested on the unconfirmed testi- 
mony of a discredited employé of the defunct 
concern. 

In the fight for the control of the party at 
the state convention in 1910 Mr. Sherman 
broke his friendship with Col. Roosevelt 


and allied himself with the colonel’s oppo- 
nents at Saratoga, where he contested with 


| Mr. Roosevelt the temporary chairmanship. 


He was defeated in his own county in the 
fight to secure the twenty-three delegates, 
failing even to carry his own ward against 
the Progressive element. 


Head Host of Friends. 


There was never any question of Mr. Sher- 
man's personal popularity. He had a host of 
friends among the Democrats as we. asin 
his own party at Washington. He radiated 
» good nature and the familiar smile won him 
the sobriquet of Sunny Jim.” 

He was a big man, tipping the scales at 
about 225 pounds. Usually he wore the 
square topped derby made familiar by his 
pictures, an English walking coat and a col- 
ored waistcoat. He was an enthusiastic 
golfer and baseball fan. 

He was interested in many manufacturing 
concerns and was president of the Utica 
Trust and Deposit company ſhd the New 
Hartford Canning company. 

He was a member of the Metropolitan club 
of Washington and the Union League, Re- 
publican and Transportation clubs of New 
York. 

Mr. Sherman's wife was Miss Carrie Bab- 
cock of New York. They were married in 
1884. She and three sons, Sherrill, Thomas 
M., and Richard U. Sherman, survive him.

Street Fighting Near Puerto Plata

disorder in San Domingo and deperate street 
fighting in the outskirts of Puerto Plata, 
jeopardizing American lives and property, 
caused the navy department today to order 
the cruiser Baltimore and the tender Tank- 
ton to Dominican waters. 

Yankton Off for San Domingo. 

The Yankton sailed from New York and 
the Baltimore will leave Philadelphia on 
Friday. They should arrive in Dominican 
waters by the middie of next week, reinforc- 
ing.the Prairie, with its 700 marines. It is 
believed the three vessels will be sufficient to 
prevent anarchy in the ports of San Dominico. 

The increase of the American naval force 
in Dominican waters indicates that the spe- 
cial commission sent by the state department 
to investigate conditions has failed to in- 
fluence the rebels to cease hostilities against 
the government pending dome sort of ad- 
justment. 

Rebels Control Communication. 

The republic is in a peculiar position owing 
to the interference with the telegraph and 
cable by the rebels. There is now no com- 
munication whatever between Santo Do- 
migo on the south and Puérto Plata on the 
north side of the island 

The latter city, however, is able to com- 
municate by eable with Cape Hatien and 
thence northward over the Cuban cable to 
Washington.

When Charies R. Crane put the 
question as to the desirability of immediate 
action to be ready for the coming session of 
the legisinture there was not à dissenting 
voice.

Cruden, subcommittee on adjustment of em- 
ployment, the proposed new state depart- 
ment would consist of a board of not more 
than .five ers, Which would take the 
place of the state board of labor statistics. 


Tells of Berlin Exchanges, 

Quite as important, according to members 
of the on, as the proposed changes 
in the administration of the various state 
bureaus is the establishment of labor ex- 
changes. The Rev. Mr. White, who recently 
has returned from a trip to Europe, said: 

“The Berl bureau consists of two large 
buildings,” one for the accommodation of 
unskilled labor and.one for skilled labor and 
women, building has a large assembly 
hall, where the applicants for work await 
their opportunity. The buildings are 
equipped with shower baths and lunch rooms, 
where food is sold at a minimum figure. 

“The central bureau in Berlin keeps in 
touch with other bureaus throughout Ger- 
many, so that at a glance the employment 
conditions in any part of the country can be 
checked up. It there is a surplus of labor at 
one point and a shortage at another, a shift 
can be made. Advice as to where labor can 
be obtained can be given to those seeking 
employment without loss of time and effort. 

“That is the idea we would like to carry 
out here. We could have a central exchange 
in Chicago, with other exchanges in other 
cities, all working in harmony, and as time 
goes on it may be expected that Illinois bu- 
reaus would work in harmony with those now 
established in other states now consider- 
ing this big problem.”

It Was at that time that Anna Lopizzo fell.

Mrs. Becker was allowed to see her hus- 
band through the steel screen of his cell door 
before she departed, but was forbidden en-

Composed as He Hears Sentence. 

New York, Oct. 30.—Former Police Lieut. 
Charles Becker, when brought before Justice 
Goff today for sentence on his conviction of 
the murder of Gambler Rosenthal, had re- 
gained the composure which had deserted 
him the last two or three days. He faced 
the court ‘without a trefhor and - only the 
tightening of his lips was noticeable when 
Justice Goff sentenced him to die in the elec- 
tric chair during the week of Dec. .

The usual motion for a retrial was made 
by John W. Hart, Becker's attorney of rec- 
ord. The motion was denied and Justice 
Goff pronounced sentence, 

It was said tonight in the office of the dis- 
trict attorney that under section 586 of the 
code of criminal procedure at least six 
months will elapse before the appeal by 
Becker’s counsel will be heard by the 
Court of Appeals. The average time for a 
reversal when a convicted murderer has a 
fair chance is thirteen monthe. In one case 
since the introduction of the electric chair, it 
was recalled, five’ years elapsed before the 
execution of the sentence.
